Full  and  accurate  statistical  informa- 
tion is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  Edu- 
cational improvement.  Every  fact  which 
can  throw  light  on  the  state  and  character 
of  a  District  is  valuable.  It  aflnrds  means 
of  comparison  with  other  iDistricts,  and 
thus  furnishes  material  for  suggesting  im- 
provements and  stimulating  the  public 
mind  to  greater  interest  in  the  cause 
of  elementary  instruction.  The  follow- 
ing form  embraces  those  particulars 
which  are  believed  to  be  most  useful  in 
these  respects,  and  information  on  the 
whole  of  them  is  expected  to  be  given  in 
the  report  of  the  Commis-sioners  to  th'^ 
Government.  Trustees  and  Teachers  are 
therefore  earnestly  requested  to  pay  par- 
ticular attention  to  every  part  of  the  Form, 
and  to  111  it  up  as  carefully  and  as  ac- 
curately as  possible. 

In  order  to  give  the  average  daily  at- 
tendance, and  averaga  lime  of  attendance 


of  each  scholar,  it  will  bo  necessary  i(» 
keep  a  daily  register  of  attendance,. ^anjl 
to  sum  up  the  results  at  the  end  of  the 
mo  .Ih  or  quarter.  The  teacher  will  find 
it  very  useful  to  add  to  this  register  an 
account  of  the  tardinesses,  deportment 
and  orrors  in  recitation;  and  to  send'to  the 
parents  the  sum  total  of  errors,  absences 
and  merits,  at  the  end  of  each  month.  It 
will  be  observed  that  one  of  the  questions 
in  the  form  refers  to  such  a  register.  Mor  ■> 
particular  directions  as  to  the  form  of 
these  registers  will  be  given  at  a  future 
time. 

It  must  be  observed  that  the  salary  of 
the  teacher,  as  given  in  the  return,  must 
it^lude  onljj  the  amount  contributed  Ixj  thr 
people.

HINTS   T(^  TRIISTKTIS,  PARENTS 
AND  TEACHERS. 

From  the  Inslruclions  of  the  Ch'uf  Suprr- 

inUndiiU  of  Schools,  Canada  Wcsl,and 

other  sources. 

1st.  Trustees  emphiy  the  Teacher, 
agree  with  him  as  to  the  hours  of  daily 
toacliing,  the  period  during  which  he 
leaches  and  the  remuneration  ;  but  the 
/node  of  teaching  is  with  the  teacher.  On 
the  expiration  of  the  term  of  agreement, 
Trustees  can  dismiss  a  teacher  if  they  are 
not  pleased  witli  him ;  but  subordinate  to 
the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  teacher  has 
a  right  to  exercise  his  own  judgment  ac 
lo  tlie  method  of  teaching  the  school. 

2nd.  Trustees  should  take  an  interest 
in  tlie  School,  visit  it  as  often  as  possible 
and  support  the  teacher  in  every  case 
where  injustice  is  likely  to  be  done  to  him  ; 
on  the  other  hand  it  is  their  duty  to  see 
that  the  School  is  conducted  according  to 
the  regulations  of  the  law,  and  that  the 
Teacher  fulfils  his  engagements. 

3rd.  It  is  important  that  Trustees  should 
elect  a  competent  Teacher.  The  best 
Teacher  is  always  the  cheapest.  He 
teaches  most  and  inculcates  the  best  habits 
of  learning  and  mental  developement  in  a 
given  time  j  and  good  and  proper  habits 
are  of  more  value  than  money.  Trustees 
who  pay  a  Teacher  well  and  treat  him 
well,  will  seldom  want  a  good  teacher. 
Regard  should  be  had  to  the  temper  and 
moral  principle  of  the  teacher, as  well  as  to 
tlio  attainments  and  power  of  cominunical- 
ing  knowledge  which  he  may  possco-s.  To 
einp'oy  Lin  incomprtenl  or  immoral  teacher 
merely  because  he  offers  his  services  at  a 
low  rale,  is  to  waste  money  and  to  mock 
and  injure  the  youth  «f  the  district. 


Itli.  Trustees  will  also  find  it  tfee  best 
ccononjy  lo  iiave  a  comfortable  school  hovsr, 
hpt  comfortaltle  and  propnly  furnished. 
It  is  as  difUcult  for  pupils  to  learn  as  it  i» 
for  the  master  to  teach  in  an  unfurnished 
and  comfortless  S<;hool  house,  it  is  only 
justice  to  their  chiWren  and  the  teacher 
that  the  people  provide  as  good  a  school 
as  llieir  circumstances  will  permit.  Tlie 
phtn  of  the  house  and  furniture  should  not 
be  neglected,  a  good  plan  often  add» 
greatly  to  utility  without  increasing  cost. 
Ventilation  should  never  be  overlooked. 

5th.  Neatness  and  cleanliness  in  the 
house  and  ground  surrounding  it,  are  of 
more  importance  than  must  persons  sup- 
pose. They  make  children  like  the  school, 
and  tend  to  promote  decency  and  good 
behavour,  as  well  as  to  give  a  taste  for 
neatness  at  home. 

Gth.  Parents  should  endeavour  lo  pro- 
vide their  children  with  books ;  and  should 
remember  thai  scholars  suffer  great  loss 
of  time  when  they  are  not  furnished  with 
proper  books,  or  when  these  are  of  so  va- 
rious kinds  that  the  teacher  cannot  class 
them,  or  when  the  scholars  are  kept  in  an 
old  book  when  they  should  be  in  a  more  ad- 
vanced one. 

',  A  Teacher  on  entering  a  new 
Schoc-  should  begin  by  establishing  order 
and  system.  Some  teachers  are  obliged 
to  do  battle  daily  in  the  cause  of  order,  and 
keep  themselves  and  school  in  a  ferment 
in  the  attempt  to  procure  it.  Much  of 
this  might  be  avoided  by  making  good  re- 
gulations at  the  outset,  taking  care  that 
the  ]uipilsuudei5tand  them,  and  at  once 
checking  every  deviation.  The  iiabit  of 
order  and  of  obeying  rules  onct  establish- 
ed, its  preservation  is  easy. 

8th.  When  punishment  becomes  neces- 
sary, its  effect  is  lost  if  the  ollender  doe* 
not  see  his  error  and  condemn  himself. 

9lh.  A  time  and  a  place  for  everything 
and.  everything  in  its  proper  lime  and placc^ 
is  the  great  rule  of  regularity  and  order. 
The  teacher  should  observe  it  himself  and 
impress  it  on  his  pupils.

Tli«  ToaHicr  should  endeavour 
to  8li(»\v  not  only  in  his  duportmeol  lo  visi- 
tors, luit  to  tlifi  piipils  thoniselves,  anirtcxi/ 
ami kiinliii-ss,     Tliesc  aro  tjuile  coinpalihie 
willi  the  pr*^»Pivation  of  authority. 

l-Jth.  The  Teaclier  should  salisfy  him- 
sfilf  every^  nioniiiin:,  that  his  Schobrshave 
their  hauds  and  faces  washed,  and  that  their 
loel  are  cleaiiod  when  they  enter  the  school- 
room. The  school  sliould  he  swept  and 
dusted  every  evening;  and  jrood  ventilation, 
or  a  sufficient  supply  of  pure  air,  secured 
hy  any  moans  that  the  strnclure  of  ihc 
huildlnj?  will  permit.  Dust,  dirt  and  foul 
trir,  are  aju'tlli;  injurious  to  hrttllli,  temper 
(iiid  intvllrd. 

13ih.  The  Teacher  should  pay  the 
Blriclest  attention  to  the  morals  and  general 
conduct  of  pupils,  and  omit  no  opportunity 
«f  inculcating /»•«//»  and /jf)?iM/y,  and  rea- 
|>eet  to  elders  and  siiperiors. 

Mih.  The  Teacher  should  treat  the 
|)Hpil8  with  kindness,  combined  with  firm- 
ness, and  aim  at  governing  them  by  their 
jiflectitms  and  reason  rather  than  by  hard- 
ness and  severity.  He  should  also  culti- 
vate khidly  and  "affectionate  feelings  among 
them,  and  discountenance  gambling, 
cruelty  to  animals  ami  every  approach  to 

vice. 

15th.  Teachers  should  endeavour  to 
keep  pace  with  improvement ;  and  especi- 
ally to  introduce,  if  practicable,  any  better 
hooks  or  methods  that  may  be  recommended 
by  the  Commissioners  or  Superintendent. 

16th.  Every  legitimate  effort  should  be 
wade  to  keep  up  liveliness  and  interest 
among  the  scholars  ;  a  dull  and  drowsy 
fichoof  makes  little  progress.  The  tedium 
4.f  study  should,  especially  in  the  case  of 
very  young  scholars,  be  relieved  by  amus- 
ing and  instructive  general  exercises.  An 
instructive  story,  an  object  lesson,  manual 
exercises,  singing,  or  a  short  recess,  often 
jnore  than  repay  the  time  they  occupy,  by 
awakening  the  donnant  energies  of  the 
pupils.

3.  The  Trustees  of  every  School  Dis- 
irict  shall  he  a  ImmIv  corporate  for  the  pro- 
secution and  defence  of  all  actions  relating 
to  the  School  or  its  affjirs,  and  r.hall  ho 
distinguished  by  the  title  of  "  Trustees  of 
School  District,  No.  ,"  and 

have  the  possession  of  the  School    house 
and  Property 

5.   When  the  Inhabitants  of  any    Dis- 
trict shall  have  provided  one  «»r  tn(»re  suf- 
ficient School  Houses,  and    the  Trustees 
by  distinct  written  contract    engaged   the 
services  of  one  or  mt)re  competent  Teach- 
ers for  the  District,  Male  or  Female,  at  a 
specific    remuneration,    to    instrnct    the 
children  therein,  in  Reading,  Writing,  and 
Arithmetic,  the  elements  of  English  Gram- 
mar and  Geography,  for  a  peri«.d  not  less 
than  three    months,    the  Commissioners, 
upon  the  application  of  the  Trustees,  shall 
enter  the  Schoid  on  a  List  to  be  kept  by 
them,  for  participation  in  the  sum  by  ihr 
Act  allowed  for  the  support  of  Common 
Schools. 

The  Commissioners  shall   examine

all  School  Teachers,  and  grant  to  such  ot 
them  as  they  shall  consider  duly  qualified, 
and  of  good  character,  Licenses  lo  teach 
within    the    respective   districts,  and  no 
Teacher  shall,  without  such  License,    re- 
ceive any  portion  of  the  sum  granted    by 
this  Act,     The  Superintendent,  and    also 
every  Licensed  Teacher  while  engaged  as 
such,  shall  be  exempted  from  the  perform- 
ance of  Statute  Labour  on  the  Highways, 
from  Militia  Duty,  from   serving  in    any 
Town  Office,  or  on  Juries,  and  also  from 
the  payment  of  all  County,  Poor,  or  City 
Kates. 

7.  The  Trustees  of  every  School,  seek- 
ing aid  under  this  Act,  shall  render  half 
yearly  to  the  Commissioners,  a  true  ac- 
count of  the  number,  names,  sexes,  and 
gj^gg  .,f  u.o  Scholars  taught  in  such  School, 
and  the  average  number  of  Scholars  who 
have  attended  during  the  period  since  the 
last  return  jtlie  branches  in  wjiich  they  hav«

8.  If  a  Trustee  or  Teacher  shall  wil- 
fully render  a  fraudulent  or  incorrect  ac- 
count or  statement  on  any  Return,  Ueport, 
Certificate,  or  Attidavit,  required  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  Provincial  aid  for  any  Scluxd, 
or  for  any  Teacher  or  Trustee,  whether 
the  said  Schools  are  Common  or  Gram- 
Schools  or  Academies,  such  Trustee  or 
Teacher  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
Five  Founds,  lobe  recovered  by  the  Clerk 
or  Commissioners,  in  a  summary  ntanner, 
before  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  with 
costs,  and  to  be  applied  one  half  to  bis  own 
use,  and  the  other  half  to  the  Commis- 
sioners for  i'.  general  purposes  of  this 
Act. 

9.  The  Trustees  of  any  School  District 
may  call  a  Public  Meeting  of  the  Rateable 
Inhabitants  within  its  limits,  after  written 
notice  given  Ly  tbe  Trustees  for  at  least 
twenty  days  previously,  in  five  or  more 
public  places  in  the  District ;  and  if  a 
majority  of  the  Rateable  Inhabitants  pre- 
sent at  the  time  agree  tu  raise  money  for 
the  support  of  one  or  more  schools  by  As- 
sessment, or  for  the  purchase  of  Land
